The committee consists of Senators 
Tvichell and Mansfield and Repreaenta- 
tivw Sargent Hare and Bacon, who will 
rWt the Stillwator penitentiary dating 
the legislative recem, examine the plant 
tUen- and gather such general informa- 
tion relative to the making of twine as 
may enlighten the legislative assembly. 
The sujtutwtion which led to the appoint- 
meat of this committee OB me from the 
report of the warden and board of trus- 
tee* of the penitentiary. 
The present 


law forbids tha. employ nient of convict* 
in uianufarturiug occupations, which 
may compete wrth free tabor in the 
slate. The increasing number of con- 
vjetn render* it necessary to provide 
sune occupation for them 
from the 


Htandpoiuts both of humanity and econ- 
ony. A binding twine plant would sojre 
to* problem, anil prove of financial bene- 
fit to the state. 
Io 1881 the board of managers of the 


xtato prison at Stillvtatur secured an ap- 
propriation of 8150,000 with which to 
purchase machinery and material to I*" 
uavd in the manufacture of binding 
twine. The industry did not ret urn a 
profit fur several years. It did, however, 
nerve one of the purpose* for which it 
waa devised, namely, to give employment 
to the convicts. This, however, was not 
an innovation inasmuch an ev»r sine* 


the «tate thousands of dollars, not alone 
on account of the money saved by its 
having been sold at lower price than 
other twines, hut by the competitive ef- 
fect the prison twine has had in holding 
down the prices of other twines Hold in 
the state, ought to be proof that the af- 
fairs of the plant have been honestly and 
faithfully conducted" 


The Minnesota plant was started as 


an experiment, and had to create a 
market for it* product. 
The plant Is 


now an assured success, and its market 
is created. 
The operation of a plant in 


North Dakota would be similarly «uc- 
cetfaful. There is a vast market among 
the farmers of the state, and the com- 
petition of prison made twine would re- 
duce twine prices to the farmers. In ad- 
dition, the institution could be made 
self supporting—thutt working benefit in 
two ways. 


The process of twine making is an in- 


teresting one, yet simple, and affords oc- 
cupation 9 boon a day for convicts, win- 
ter and summer. 
The establishment of 


such an institution at the North Dakota 
penitentiary would result in undoubted 
advantage to the state.

cers and clerks are busy, however, with 
the regular routine work of the offices. 
The auditors and treasurer's departments 
are busy with the auditing and payment 
of accounts of state institutions and mis- 
cellaneouH bills that are paid from the 
funds received from taxes collected in 
December. 


The accounts for the state institutions 


for the month of July and August have 
beeh audited and warrants have been 
sent out to pay the claims contained 
therein. In addition to these payments 
the auditor has issued warrants for mis- 
cellaneous bills against the state to an 
aggregate of about $40,000, whose pay- 
ment nas been delayed by the financial 
condition of the treasury. 
Warrants 


have alno been issued for the payment of 
the legislative expenses for the first part 
part of the session. The legislate e ex- 
penses average about tl.OUO daily, and 
are about the mine as at the last session

Two U. S. Supreme Court Decision*. 


WASHIXOTOJI, Jan. 23.— In the U. 8. 


supreme court today Justice McEenna 
hands down an opinion in the ease of the 
Northern Pacific vs. the treasurer of 
Jefferson county, Mont, involving the 
right of state authorities to tax railroad 
lauds within the Northern Pacific grant 
which are unpatented because their 
character with reference to minerals has 
not been determined. The railroad com- 
missioners contended that such right 
had existed but the deciision of the cir- 
cuit court was against the company, and 
the supreme court upheld this decision. 
The supreme court affirmed the decision 
of the supreme court of North Dakota in 
the case of the First National bank of 
Grand Forks against Alexander Ander- 
derson involving disposition of certain 
collateral notes deposited with the form- 
er. The decision is against the bank.

Cxperluenti With Thli Satwtaaee 


That Will S*rprUe Brerr One. 


One of the most apt Illustrations ever 


made by Lord Kelvin was his likening the 
lumlniferoiw ether to a mas* of shoemak- 
ers' wax. What Lord Kelvin «aid of shoe- 
makers' wax may be tested by any boy in 
a manner that will ostonUh bis playmate*. 
First let It be said that the ether pene- 
trates all «pace. It Is as rigid as steel and 
yet *o flexible tbat it doe* not retard the 
passage of planets through space In the 
least. It Is an Invisible substance which 
travels In waves through All tilings. Now, 
to Illustrate the nature of such a paradox- 
ical material Lord Kelvin searched every- 
where, and at la*t concluded that shoe- 
makers' wax represented it best 
He 


made test* and this {» what ho found: 


He melted come wax in a common ghwa 


tumbler. After it had hardened he tried 
to throat a lead pencil through it. U 
would not go. Then be placed a coin on 
the 8urfa> a of the wax and left it there (or 
several days. When he again visited it, 
the coin had sunk to the bottom of che 
glass. The wax had closed over it and by 
lifting up the glaas and looking through 
the bottom be could see the coin lying 
there. Had the wax been a* deep aa a weu 
the coin would have gone on (Inking un- 
til it reached the bottom. This proved 
that the wax would conform only to very 
•low movements. If he had tried to pnah 
It too fast, It would have reiUted bun. 


An Idea (truck the gciantUt. If the wax 


acted like this toward the coin, how would 
it treat an object which floated? He ac- 
cordingly placed a cork in a tumbler and 
poured hot ihoemakera' wax upon It. The 
wax hardened with the cork at the bot- 
tom. Yet when Lord Kelvin looked at the 
bottom of the gloss In a day or two he 
found the cork had disappeared. It waa 
somewhere In the mass of wax and proba- 
bly rising very slowly, but surely, toward 
the top. Sure enough, after a given period 
of time the oc rk peeped above the surface 
at the hard wax and finally it rose to a 
point where It remained half imbedded 
' In the wax, just a» it would have done in a 
glass of water. It rose no higher than thl«, 
however, and a rorknerew probably would 
not have pulled It from the wax. Yet it* 
own buoyancy had raised it up from the 
bottom, through what seemed an Unpene- 
trable nutM of wax. 


This, In fact, !« the peculiarity of shoe- 


makers' wax. that It resist* all Hidden or 
quick movements, butts highly susceptible 
to very glow and prolonged pressure. U 
you pressed a flatlron hard down on a 
lump of wax on a table it is probable you 
would make no Impression on It, but if 
you left that Iron resting on the wax for a 
day or two, you would find the lump flat- 
tened out under the Iron. So enrlou»ls 
this property of the wax that toning forte 
have been cast from pieces of it 
The**

The cider 


should contain at least 2 per cent of 
malic arid to produce this effect, otherwise 
the bacillus will exist for three or four 
days, and if the liquor i* neuter, for more 
than SO days. Ordinary eld™, however, 
possesses at least t per cent of malic 
acid, and consequently if it is not drank 
for 18 or SO hours there is no danger of 
typhoid fever — London Globe.

Indians Want a Million. 


A delegation of Indians came donn 


from Fort Berthold ye»terda> to inter 
View Senator-etoct McCunibvr relative 
to a claim they have to present against 
the government, and, if possible, to *n 
list hia aid in securing consideration of 
their representations. 
The delegation 


numbered some of the old chiefs of the 
Mffnfop, Groron and Arickaree tribe 
and was accompanied by interpreter Joe 
Packinau. The party was much disap- 
pointed to find that the senator-elect 
had gone. Tbe chiefs were convinced 
that their eloquence in 
representing 


what they claimed to have been the in- 
justice done them, and the rightful title 
they claim to possession to an immense 
tract of territory, would have 
been 


potent in enlisting tbe assistance of tbe 
new senator in bringing their claim to 
the attention of the proper authorities 
at Washington, and securing for them 
the sum of a million dollars which they 
want as payment for land which be- 
longed at one time, so they|daim. to their 
tribes, and which they hare never trans 
ferred to the government. 


The most interesting figure of tbe del- 


egation was Crow-Flies-High, chief of 
the Grovon tribe, and an old man of ; 
nearly eighty years. He m yet active and i 
in good health, although his hair iV 
grizzled gray, his shoulders begin to [ 
•how the effects of age, and his face is 
wrinkled and worn. He has in his prime 
been a remarkable specimen of phys- 
ical manhood, for his shoulders are 
broad, hia chest massive, hia neck full 
•nd muscular, and hia eye is still keen 
and bright Be speaks no English but 
is earnest in talking through Eis inter- 
preter. The old chief was a visitor at the 
TRIBCMC office last night, where he was 
"bight? interested in the mechanical part 
of the institution and awed at the t) pe- 
aetting machine. He took away with 
him a line of type cast from tbe machine 
which he regards with reverence aa a 
wonderful production, and- something 
completely beyond his understanding. 


The party of chiefs were deeply disap- 


pointed to find that the new senator had 
left the city, and they made statements 
of their case to Receiver Satterlund of 
tbe land office, with whom they were ac- 
quainted. Their statements and claims 
were transcribed and will be forwarded 
to the senators, for presentation to the 
department. 


Among the Indians present are Crow 
Fly High, Bitting Bear, Old Dog, Bear's 
Ghost Black Hawk, Wounded Pace and 
Charles Burr. They claim that the con- 
Ihies of their reservation were establish- 
ed seventy -two years ago by a govern- 
ment commission that came up the river 
in boats. In extent they claim it covers 
the territory from the Little Hart river, 
near the present site of Mandan, west to 
the bead of the Little Missouri, thence 
to Powder river and along the Vellow- 
•tone, north to the Canadian boundary, 
west to White Earth and the vicinity of 
the present site of Minot, and thence 
south to Bismarck, The territory claim- 
ad includes the towns of Bismarck, Man- 
dan, Minot, and a score of other towns 
besides millions of acres of grazing and 
agricultural land. This reservation, ex- 
cept for a small portion, they claim waa 
never transferred to the government 
By treaty ten years ago part of the land 
was ceded, bnt this treaty is soon to ex- 
pire, and MW that this is the case the 
Indians want some arrangement with 
tile government, whereby they shall re- 
ceive a miHioti dollars in payment 
their claim to the, rest of tbe tend.
